TRE DEMOCKHATS ALREADY SCBEMING 


TO WIN IN THE VI. 


Their Nataralization Burean Given Offictal 
Assistance and Money to Aid the Work 
of Manufacturing Democratic Voters— 
Republican Apathy, Notwithstanding 
Their Opponents’ Activity—No Pay for 
Primary Jadges—A Vicious Ordinance 
Which Should Be Defeated. 


Hardly had the result of the recent mu- 
nicipal elections in Chicago been announced 
when a meeting of the governing body of 
the Junior Tammany in this city—the 
Wahnaton Club—was convened w devise 
Ways and means to secure Democratic gang 
victory in the political contest this fall in 
county and State. Apart from the dissen- 
sions among the Republicans and the apathy 
among the more intelligent voters, the Dem- 
ocratic victories, in the opinion of the sa- 
chems, were weinly due to two causes: the 
efticient working of the Democratic Natural- 
izauon Bureau and the greatattention which 
the Democratic heelers hud paid to the inter- 
mediate registration. 

Mike McDonald, who was present at the 
meeting, beid that zeal should be redoubled. 
He po.nted to the sweeping Democratic ma- 
jorities in the Bohemian precincts of the 
Seventh, E'ghth, Niath, Tentn, and Nine- 
teenth Wards as proof of the good work done 
by the Naturalizaton Bureau and the Bobe- 
mian sub-committee. McDonald was fol- 
lowed by others, Who pointed also to tne 
largely increased majorities in the Polish 
precincts of the Sixth. Sixteenth, and Four- 
teenth Wards, and the Naturalization Bureau, 
while it was commended, was admonished to 
carefuliy keep up the work ia that directon. 

It was then announced by a representative 
of the Naturalization Bureau present that 
with proper opportunities and proper assist- 
ance 15,000 Democratic voters could ve added 
to the registry before the Ist of next No- 
vem ber. 

“And those voters,“ the representative of 
the bureau went on tosay, are most valua- 
bie ones. They vote whatever ticket is put up 
without a scratch. They owe their citi- 
zen papers to ine Democrats. We are 
carelul to have them sworn in dy 
Democratic Judges and identified by Demo- 
cratic officials. They never question the 
purity or goodness of any of the candidates 
on our ticket. They have stood by us now in 
four elections, and they are reuable.“ 

The remarks of this speaker were louvily 
applauded, and he was asked what opper- 
tunities and assistance he needed to make 
the 15,000 new ctizéns: His reply in sub- 
stance was as follows: 

„Make the Police Department more vigi- 
lant in hunting up proper personas to manu- 
facture into Democratic Voters. Put our 
agents into positions where they can readily 
find out all about recent importauons into 
the city. Give us some more money.” 

THE SUGGESTIUNS ADOPTED. 

Since this talk tne poiice captains and liev- 
tenants have been duly instrucied, though 
not in a formal way. Part of the gambiers’ 
trust fund has been placed at the disposal of 
the bureau, and the agents of that organiza- 
tion are being placed where they can help 
out their triends. 

Jack O’Brien, the Chief of the Naturaliza- 

tion Bureau, is to be installed in a few weeks 
as Chief Clerk of the West Town Assessor’s 
office. He will be continued under the Col- 
lector. All the deputy assessors and deputy 
collectors will be under bis charge. ‘hey 
wiil report not only assessments but oppor- 
tunities for manufacturing new Democratic 
voters. O’Brien is a capable man in bis 
ape ay political way, and as the West Side 
s the home of the great majority of the re- 
cently-arrived Poles, Bohemians, Soutnern 
Germans, and Italians, he has a large field to 
cultivate. 

In addiuon, the Democratic County Com- 
missioners will do their utmost to help along 
this work of naturalization for personal rea- 
sons. Some of them are candidates for re- 
elechon, while others want cierkenips, etc., 
and tne Chairman of the County Board isa 
candidate for Sheriff. 

Mr. Schlesinger, the Jury Commission 
Clerk, and Commissioner Stainer are both 
Bonemians, members of the Bohemian Com- 
mittee on Natural zation, and the ost active 
agents of O’Brien’s bureaus. There is the 
utmost harmony between the City-Hall and 
the County-Buildiug branches of the Democ- 
racy. They are all united for plunder, and 
though they may have rows at primaries and 
in conventions this fall they will de a unit 
on election-day in their efforts to capture the 
State and county. 

Their maiu effort will be directed to cap- 
turing the Senatorships in the doubtful dis- 
tricts of Cook County, and among these they 
reckon every one where there is a vacancy 
next fall the First, Thira, Fifth, Seventh, 
Ninth, Eleventh, and Thirteenth. They 
will capture as may members of 
the Lower House as they can. 
They will not care about the Congressional 
seats or State offices. They wiil try hard to 
retain their control of tne County Board and 
to elect all their candidates for county offi- 
ces, including County Judge, in order to 
hoid the Election Commissioners’ office. The 
City-Hali gang iu order to strengthen their 
own hold wiil fight earnestly to help them.

Unmindful of the several succes- 
sive drubbings which their constable candi- 
dates have suffered in the recent county 
elections, they propose to nominate, tf they 
can, candidates of the same caliber next fall, 
thus inviting another defeat. 

Some of the more intelligent members of 
the party are waking 12 to the dangers of 
the situation. They know that defeat in 
Cook County next fall will possibly mean tne 
loss of the State Legislature by the Repub- 
licans. If the Democrats should win 
they would use their power to 
gerrymander the Congressionai and Sen- 
atorial districts next winter so that 
tne Democrats may in the future havea 
majority of the Congressional delegauons 
and may also obtain or retain control of tne 
General Assembiy for the next decade, 
Those honest and patriotic Republicans see 
the necessity of unity and harmony, and 
know tuat itcan only be brought about by 
organization and oy bringing the best and 
wisest men of the party to the front. Those 
already in tne public service will not be 
longer permitted to dictate to the non-official 
Roublicans. The conventions must not be 
mere ratitication meetings tor tickets nomi- 
nated in some petty officeholder’s back room. 
They must be representatives of the Re- 
publican people, and the fewer office holders 
in them the better. The faction-fighters 
most also be kept out or under control.

It underestimates 
the cost of the city conduits, which 
the Banks Cregier-Milton Weston company 
proposes to use without compensation so far 
as the people who paid for the conduits are 
concerned. It is evasive, because it fails to 
state that in addition to the conduits con- 
structed at city expense the 8 has the 
right to use all underground conauits owned 
by private corporauons. It was evidently 
intended to help out the new company, be- 
cause in reply to the question Whether or 
not the cicy can use its. poles or fire-alarm 
systems for the purpose uf renting to its 
citizens poles and fire-aiarm boxes and calls!“ 
the answer is: 

The city can maintain such service and rent 
calls to the public, but it would require more 
than double the present capacity in conduits and 
wires. and also require an adaitional force equal 
to the corps now required to operate the present 
service, 

Both statements herein contained are abso- 
lutely untrue. Where call system is 
needed most is in tne business district. The 
city conduit system covers all this region. It 
is not intended vy the Cregier-Weston com- 
pany to cover more territory than the city 
can easily cover, and yet the Superintendent 
of the Fire Alarm System went before a 
Council committee and warmly advocated 
that company’s ordinance. He has also pub- 
ushed a statement in its favor and has 
asked individual members of the Council 
o vote for it. ine. Superintendent 
operated a partial system, such as 
the ordinance proposes to establish, for 
two or three years. It worked satisfactorily. 
It was demonstrated that it could be made 
to pay. There was no increase in the clerical 
force of the office growing out of the opera- 
tion. Under proper management and with 
proper ordinance regulation, the alarm sys- 
tem can be extended by the city to the entire 
business district and the principal res dence 
sections, and the public can be accom mo- 
dated through municipal agency at hali the 
price which the private corporation would 
demand and could collect under its pending 
ordinance. 

Aid. Dixon of the First Ward, who has 

ven the subject careful study, agrees with 

HE TRIBUNE in these things. In an inter- 
vee quotea in a contemporary yesterday he 
said:

cheaper and quite as satisfactory as the service 
rendered by a private corporation. In all the 
ordinances granting the companies franchises to 
lay their electric conduits in the streets the right 
has been reserved by the city to use these con- 
duits for its own wires. 

These being the facts there will be no ex- 
cuse for the passage of this family ordinance, 
which is being boomed by the same persons 
—City-Hali officials and others—who ure the 
beneticiaries of the understanding between 
the City Aummistration and the gamblers’ 
trust. Let it be voted down. 

While many of the better Aldermen are in 
favor of the ordinance of the South Side 
Heat, Light, and Power Company on ‘he 
basis (nat it would do away with the smoke 
nuisance, they are opposed to certain pro- 
visions of the ordinance. Ald. Dixon, for 
instance, will insist on an amendment pro- 
viding that the pipes shall be laid almost ex- 
clusively in alleyways, which shail be re- 
paved at the expense of the company after 
the pipes are laid. He also objects to a re- 
turn of the licecse fee in the event of a re- 
purcnase by the city and a reduction of the 
rate of interest in the clause pertaining to 
the same trom 7 to 5 per cent. 


EXPLORATIONS IN YOCATAN. 


What Has Been Discovered by Members 
of a Philadelphia Society. 

Crrr oF Mexico, April 13.~{Special. |—The 
members of the Academy of Natural Sciences 
of Philadelphia arrived here yesterday. 
Prof. Angelo Feilprin gave at outline of the 
expedition since sailing from the United 
States. He said that the party left New 
York Feb. 15 and reached Progreso Feb. 22. 
The members immediately commenced ex- 
plorations of tne nortnern part of the Penin- 
suia of Yucatan, principally for the de- 
termination of the geology and the 
zodiogy of the region. fhe result of the 
researches was that, contrary to the general 
supposition, the peninsula is not a coral reef, 
as is maintained by geologists, nor has it that 
antiquity which is assumed by others. Over 
all the region traversed by the expedition to 
the base of the mountain it presents the most 
recent geological formation, and is, in fact, 
about the newest addition to the American 
continent. All the fossils contained in the 
plateau rocks are identical with forms still 
living on the Yucatan coast. The absolute 
relations of the mountain chains still remain 
to be determined by special study, for which 
an — of rock material has been ob- 

ned. 

ne expedition left Yucatan for Vera Cruz 
March arriving the 26th. A‘geological 
reconnaisance was made along the route to 
Orizaba, with the result of determining that 
the Battan land is of comparatively recent 
formation, being the product of the down 
wash from the interior mountains on the 
high Mexican plateau. At Alizaba the 
cretaceous limestone appears in promi- 
nent mountain masses with a wonder- 
ful display of the fossil remains of the 
age of hippuritia. Near Maltrata the 
vast system of limestone is shown to be in 
part overlayed, crushed, and folded by a 
great outpouring of lava from the volcanic 
system of the Mexican plateau, showing that 
the structures of the volcanic system belong 
to a period more recent than the cretaceous. 

The members are now making preli ninary 
examination around this city and are now 
preparing to investigate the region of Popo- 
catapetl.

COSTLY HRA IN A HOTEL AT DETROIT.

the Plankinton House Partially Destroyed 
—A Chambermaid’s Narrow Ex«cape. 

Detroit, Mich., April 13.—Fire this even- 
ing gutted the fourth and fifth floors of the 
Hotei Plankinton, and the lower floors of the 
hotel were seriously damaged by water. At 
8 o’clock a chambermaid named Antoinette 
Faberin rushed from her room og the fourth 
floor of the hotel enveloped in flames. It is 
supposed she overturned a lamp. She was 
seriously but not fatal'y burned. The flames 
quickly spread to the fiftn floor and through 
the halls of the fifth, completely gutting that 
part of the building before they were got 
under control.

600 are in the iabor organizations, of whom 
about 400 are in the trade union and nearly 
200 are in me Knights of Labor. The nod- 
carriers ure very strong and represent over 
1,200 men. They are we most solid labor 
organization in ine city and their rules are 
always imperatively obeyed in every mat- 
ter. They are principally colored workmen. 
Said a master builder: 

Not a little anxiety exists in regard to the 
outcome of the attempt to force non-union 
men into the bu.lding trade unidtis by tne 
enforvement of the card system. The great 
danger is that they are threatening to call 
out the men of all trade unions, This may 
result in a general strike. In this event 11 is 
possible that between 5,000 and 6,000 men of 
ali the building trades may become in- 
volved.” ; 

PitTsBURG, Pa., April 18.— The Federation 
of Railroau ployés, whieh embraces near- 
ly all tne conductors, brakemen, and switch- 
men on the various tines running into Pitts- 
burg, hela a secret meeting here today.

The 
Buiidings Trade Council met today and de- 
cided to order a strike tomorrow of ail the 
men employed by Norcross Bros. They are 
the largest contractors in the country, 
doing an extensive business in Sbdsion, 
New York, Pu ladelphia, and Chicago. All 
these cities are involved in the trouble. The 
strike is ordered because of the trouble grow- 
ing out of the employment of marble-cutiers 
on the public library, tne Freestone-Cutters 
Union declaring that the work wouid prop- 
erly be done by its members. This decision 
will force 1,500 men in Boston to quit work 
and 20,000 in the country at large. 


AGITATING FU KIGHT HOURS, 


Various Labor Organizations Preparing to 
Demag d Le« Hours. 

The Joint Committee from the Trade and 
Labor Assembiy and the Central Labor 
Union that is arranging for a mass-meeting 
of laborers in the interest of the eight-hour 
movement, at which President Samuel Gom- 
pers of the American Federauon of Labor is 
to be present and speak, met yesterday and 
decided that the meet.ng shall de held the 
even ug of April 22 at Battery D. Other 
speakers at the meeting, which is looked for- 
ward to as a monster demonstration, will be 
Edward Maher and Assistant Corpora tion 
Counsel C. 8. Darrow. 

Paul Grottkau, organizer of the American 
Association of Labor, delivered a stirring 
address in German to an assembly of about 
500 workingmen at West Twelfth street 
Turner-Hall yesterday afternoon. His sub- 
ject was The Eight-Hour Day,” and he was 
urgent in his advice to the workingmen to 
contend uncompromisingly for the proposed 
change. He declared that the working 
classes in Chicago were too backward in de- 
mand ine their rights, and am in other 
cities there is a systematic organized effort 
to establish eight hours as a work-day. He 
advised his hearers to join the unions of 
tneir respective trades and reproved them 
for not giving more enthusiastic support and 
encouragement to the strixing carpenters. 
His remarks were well rece:ved and were 
frequently applauded. 

Greif’s Hall, No. 54 West Lake street, was 
crowded yesterday afternoon to hear Mrs. 
Lucy Parsons speak on the eight-hour move- 
ment. The movement is a question peculiar 
to our time, she said. The agitation began 
with this cettury. In 1810 a movement was 
begun to have ten hours made a day’s work 
dy the carpenters and ship buiiders of Bos- 
ton. The agitation spread to the Western 
States, and uaions were formed by the 
trades. In that year they secured eleven 
hours. in 1867 Congress passed a bill 
declaring eight hours a dxy’s work in the 
navy yards. The first exciusively eight-hour 
union was organized in Boston in 1860. The 
fatai haymarket explosion grew out of the 
agitauon of the eight-hour movement. It 
must be left to future historians to determine 
whatinfluence that event exercised on the 
question. I am in favor of a reduction of 
hours of labor to eight mainly because it wil 
afford the workman more leisure.“ 

The meetmg of packing-house employés 
called yesterday afternoon at Ryan’s Hall, 
Forty-third and Wallace streets, did not 
make many converts. Frank O’Neill presid- 
ed. E. G. Detwiller was the first speaker 
and he told of she benefit of organizations 
and combinations. Without them the iabor- 
inv man could not hope to be successul in 
any undertaking.

O, M. Roberts, One of Ex-Senator Tabor’s 
Wonld-Be Captors. Commit Suic'de, 

Denver, Cvlo., April 13.—[Special. |—At 
8:40 o’clock last night Oscar M. Roberts, one 
of the young men who were arrested four 
weeks ago for conspiracy to kidnap ex-Gov. 
Tabor and bold him for a ransom of $50,000, 
committed suicide by taking an ounce of 
laudanum. The conspiracy case was one of 
the most sensational ever brought to light in 
Denver. Roberts left a letter telling the 
cause of his act. The case was developed 
originally by Chief of Detectives Loar, and 
in his letter Roberts maintains that that in- 
div. dual drove bim to suicide by his per- 
sistent persecutions. The big detective 
hauoted him day and night and kept mer 
constantly on his track, preventing him from 
gettung work.

have served their first three years 
the colors but who continue 8 
carried on the rosters of their respect- 
ive regiments as members either of the 
reserve or of the landwehr. As such they 
are liable to frequent summonses to take part 
in drills and maneuvers, wuich occupy sey- 
eral weeks ata time. Indeed, wey continue 
to form part of the Imperial army untti their 
forty-fifth year, and remain to all intents 
and purposes soldiers. As such their aiti- 
tude during ne electuons and their undis- 


guised hoswuiity toward che Government are 


of most ominous sign.ficaoce. Emperor Wal 
lam, who, whatever his other d is 
thoroughiy acquainted with everything 
pertains to his army, was certainly awure of 
this danger wnen fie determined to at 
tempt to conciliate the movement 
which Prince Bismarck, with all his un- 
rivaled experience and enormous wers, 
had been powerless to stem. the — 
Empire owes its origin and its existence 
to tne army. This has frequently been ad- 
mitted by both the Sovereigns and leading 
statesmen of the Empire, who bave made 
no secret of the fact mat wy relied on tne 
protection of whe troops to maintain respect 
abroad and order at home. ine moment, 
therefore, that the army has become im- 
pregnated with doctrines which aim at an 
overthrow of the monarchical power and the 
abolition of ali authority as at present 
constituted, it is clear that it Gan no 
longer be trusted to perform its duty 
toward the Government, at any rate as far as 
the maintenance of order at home iw con- 
cerned. For the Socialist soldiers in uni- 
form cannot be expected to obey de orders. 
of weir offivers to fire when necessary upon 
the Socialist soldiers in civilian dress 

Not only isthe army permeated with the 
doctrines preached by Herr Bebel the 
other leaders of the Socialist move t, but 
it even forms the prince pal means of prop- 
aganda of their teachings am tue 

ople. Every male Germun is com to 
be a soldier and to he in barracks for 
three years, which are just the most im- 
pressionable years of his life. the reoruite 
from the rural districts in many casés have 
never heard of socialism, except as being an 
enemy of Gott und Vaterland.“ On joming 
the colors they are brought into contact and 
intimacy with the soldiers and conscripts of 
the larger towns, who are deeply imbued 
with socialism. The raw lads from the

WAYS AND MZANS BLOW AT NEWSPA- 

PERS AND BOOKS. 
While McKinley’s tariff bill puts higher 
taxes On woolen goods, blankets, linen 
wear; on leather, glass, crockery, china; on 
the diftner-pail, the milk-can and coffee-pot, 
together with many other articles of com- 
mon use and necessity, it does not contem- 
plate that even the reading matter of the 
family shall escape. The present daty of 10 
per cent on wood pulp used in the manufact- 
ure of paper is pushed up so that on differ- 
ent varieties it will run from $2.50 to $7 aton. 
At present wood pulp is selling at $15 a ton, 
and the article cannot be imported and put 
on the American market for less than $25, so 
that home manufacturers are able to defy 
outside competition, and the reduced rate is 
owing to rivalry among themselves. Un- 
bleached pulp is the only kind largely im- 
ported, but American manufacturers are 
now putting in plants which will en- 
abie them to produce chemical pulp here at 
a cost of 810 a ton less than the imported 
article must bring. Under these circum- 
stances the McKinley committee’s proposed 
increase of the duty must rest on the as- 
sumption that if the bonus is made big 
enough and tempting enough American man- 
ufacturers will cease competing with one an- 
other and organize a trust to monopolize the 
paper trade and charge up to the limit of the 
increased tariff. It does not seem to have 
occurred to atiy member of the McKinley 
committee that the people may object to a 
needless increase in the cost of books, maga- 
zines, newspapers, and periodicals. The aus- 
sumption is that the increased tax will not 
be seriously objected to by individuals, and 
yet it will amount to enough in the aggregate 
to quickly enrich a ring of paper-mill men, 
which seems to be the purpose the committee 
has in view. 

When this increased tax on pulp is imposed 
for the gratification of the pecuniary greed 
of a puip ring publishers can protect them- 
selves against loss by advancing the price of 
their papers to the public. 

The Ways and Means Committee seem to 
think themselves under instructions from 
the people to increase tariff taxes whenever 
they find that by so doing they can swell the 
gains of Eastern manufacturers. They pro- 
pose to tax tin higher in every form in order 
to facilitate the organization of a tinplate 
syndicate in Pittsburg and the production of 
more multi-millionaires. They have doubled 
the tax on all linen goods, andthave heavily in- 
creased the duties on all leather goods. With 
the exception of the change proposed in the 
sugar schedules the aim of the McKinley 
committee has been to increase the profits of 
rings and truste without regard to the rob- 
bery of consumers. The tariff declarations 
of the Republican party are falsely inter- 
preted as meaning that duties must be pushed 
up wherever it is possibie to increase the 
profits of the mill and factory bosses of the 
East. These classes have thronged the rooms 
of the Ways and Means Committee dur- 
ing the winter protesting against reductions 
of duties and trying to squeeze in advances 
at every opportunity. Listening to the ap- 
peals of the selfishly interested few and 
hearing nothing from the many who mus 
suffer the consequenced of, jugglery and im- 
position the committee has prepared a bill 
calculated to strenginen the grip which 
trusts and trade monopolies have got on the 
public. 

No such changes may be pushed through 
under the pretense that they are authorized 
by the last McKinley plank of the last plat- 
form, which was ignored by Republican speak- 
ers throughout the campaign and treated by 
President Harrison in his letter of acceptance 
as a mere flourish of rnetoric. Western mem- 
bers of Congress who now take refuge be- 
hind that discarded plank will find them- 
selyes suspected of being in coliusion with 
tariff boodiers and having corrupt induce- 
ments to change the tariff in the direction of 
bigger profits for trusts and combines at the 
cost of higher prices to consumers. What 

the people want is relief from unnecessary 
taxauon and not an increase of it for the 
greater gain of greedy plutocrats. Congress- 
men found supporting increased duties will 
enjoy plenty of time after next fall’s election 
to repent in grief over their blunder. 


A CARNIVAL OF FRAUD. 

The evidence multiplies that in the recent 
municipal election in Jersey City the Dem- 
ocratic ringsters ostensibly carried the 
day and reéiected Cleveland by a series of 
systematic frauds, dishonest counts, ana bal- 
lot-box stuffing which would not have done 
discredit to the worst efforts of Tammany in 
ite palmiest days.

TIME TO WAKE UP. 

In another column the methods by which 
the gang Democrats of the City-Hail-Gam- 
blers’ Trust variety propose to capture 
Cook County and the State of Illinois next 
winter are fully set forth. They have per- 
fected an organization here on the Tammany 
plan. They propose also to adopt the Tammany 
methods. They have already established a 
bureau for grinding out Democratic voters 
at the rate of 3,000 per month.

THAT NIAGARA CANAL A WANTON WASTE 
OF MONEY. 

The Committee on Railways and Canals of 
the House of Representatives has in Congress 
decided to report favorably a bill for the con- 
striction of a canal from Lake Erie to Lake 
Ontario on the American side of Niagara 
Falis. The estimated cost is $23,600,000— 
more likely 40 or 50 millions. Estimates on 
such jobs always fall heavily short of the 
cost of public works. 

The friends of this canal scheme recom- 

mend it on commercial and military grounds. 
The first do not exist. There already is a 
canal around the falle—the Welland—and at 
the low rate of tolls, forced by the reduction 
of the charges on the Erie Canal, there 
is not commerce enough for it to pay 
expenses. Were there two canals round 
the falls neither could earn its 
salt. But it is said that the Welland is on 
Canadian territory. It is, but the Americans 
use it on the same terms as the Canadians. 
It has been charged that the former are dis- 
criminated against. But the Canadian Gov- 
ernment denies it, and no evidence of the 
truth of the assertion has been submitted. 
When itis Mr. Blaine will see that the in- 
justice is remedied. It is alleged that the 
coutrol of the canal by the Canadians is 
building up Montreal at the expense of New 
York and that the ocean shipments from the 
former place are increasing the most rapid- 
ly. That does not worry the Westerners. If 
they get more for their wheat and grain at 
Montreal they will cheerfully send it there, 
and no grain will go there unless it finds a 
higher market there. A canal arouud the 
fails would not reduce the cost of freight 
from the upper lakes to New York. Wheat 
can be shipped as cheaply from Chicago, 
Milwaukee, and Duluth to Oswego and the 
Welland on Lake Ontario as it could via the 
proposed American canal. So there is noth- 
ing in claim. 

It is also alleged that if the American canal 
were dug and tne old Oswego lateral en- 
larged to the sizeof the Erie proper there 
would be two routes to tidewater via Buf- 
falo-Albany and Oswego-Albany. It is diffi- 
cult to see what is to be gained by breaking 
bulk at Oswego rather than at Buffalo, but 
if anything is it can be gained via the Wel- 
land Canal quite as much as via any new 
one, and thus save this expenditures of twen- 
ty-three or forty millions. 

But the great argument used is the mili- 
tary one—that in case of war with Great 
Britain little gunboats sent from New York 
Harbor through the Erie to the lakes via Al- 
bany and Oswego could pass thence from 
Ontario to Erie and back again. There is 
not a soldier with any knowledge of 
geography who does not know tze 
utter worthlessness of this argument. 
The place to defend the lakes against 
British gunboats is not on the lakes 
but on the St. Lawrence. Were a couple of 
the modern ironciad English gunboats to 
run the gantlet of the St. Lawrence and get 
into Lake Ontario they would blow out of the 
water any little boat that this country might 
send through the Erie or Oswego Canal, and 
if one English boat were allowed to pass 
through the Welland Canal she would be 
mistress of the other lakes trom Buffalo to 
Detroit, and to Chicago if allowed to pass 
into Lake Huron. 

For 200 miles the St. Lawrence divides the 
two countries. There are scores of points on 
the American shore were batteries can be 
planted which will command the stream. In 
the face of dynamite shells and torpedoes in 
the river bed no English gunboat, no matter 
however stanch, could force her way into 
Lake Ontario. Were the line of the river 
heid by the Americans for six days one of 
their armies would bein Montreal and would 

clutch the St. Lawrence by the throat. 
Another, treading historic ground, would 
have taken possession of the Wellana and 
converted it from a Canadian into an Ameri- 
can canal.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE d, A & d. BROAD. 


Comments of an Kastern Paper on the 
Statement of the Line. 

New York “ost: The total earnings and dis- 
bursements of this railroad for 1889 have already 
been published, the printed report adding, as 
usual, little detailed information. A brief table 
of general interest can be made of the changes 
in the general balance sheet.

Comparing items of * 
ating expenses as given in bulk the falling off is 
principally in engine service—$400,000; losses 
and damages paid, $560,000; and repairs of 
track, $500,000. The first item is wun 
doubtedly legitimate. since the engine 
service dur the strike was ¢xXcep- 
tionally costly. The second item, of damages paid, 
is no doubt largely a fair decrease for the same 
reason, The decrease in maintenance of way 
(including bridges and buildings) 1s referred to 
in the President's remarks. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy spent upon this department 
in 1887 nearly $1.000 per mile of road operated; in 
1888 it amounted to $800 per mile; while last 
year it was but $630 per mile. The importance of 
this will be seen when it is stated that the 
amount per mile spent in 1887, if applied in 1889, 
would have added to the operating expenses a 
sum equal to2 per cent upon the stock. This 
curtailment of expenses might be a serious 
matter in the future if it should be continued. 
“We have spent new money only when it 
seemed urgently necessary,” says the report, 


while out of nearly $5,000,000 spent in consiruc-. 


tion of roads and for equipment only $20,000 was 
expended in Iowa. It may be supposed,“ con- 
tinues the report. that what the railroads lose 
other people gain; but a little consideration 
shows that the only commerce which can last is 
that which enables both sides to make a profit.” 
In this sentence President Perkins states clearly 
the fallacy under which the average Western 
legislator seems to labor—that what is taken 
from a railroad is given to his constituents. In 
the long run both parties to a bargain must 
make a profit if the trading is to continue. 

The report of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy is conspicuous among our great systems 
by its lack of details. No train mileage, no ton- 
nage mileage, is given; no statement of tne re- 
spective percentages of the different classes of 
grain, coal, and merchandise is made. Investors 
are entitled to know about the the operation and 
resources of their property. It is not a question 
of distrust of the management but one of pure 
business. The report for 1887 took occasion to 
remark upon the decrease im cornu that year. 
How much is the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy affected by the large crop of 
that cereal now harvested and how much by the 
low rates upon the same! How cheaply or dear- 
ly are the trains run? Such a report as that of 
the Chicago and Northwestern is in marked con- 
trast in these respects. It would be well if the 
New York Stock Exchange, as a requisite to 
listing, should demand monthly or quarterly 
statements of earnings gross and net from the 
Missouri Pacific and from the Rock Island, for 
example, and complete tabulsted statistics once 
a year from the Burlington, forexample. In no 
other way can an investor tell whether his divi- 
dends come from bond sales, from the neglect to 
make necessary expenditures upon road-bed or 
cars, or from honest operation. 


CARDINAL MANNING'S SILVER JUBILEE. 


Acknowledgment of the Address from the 
Bishops of the United States. 

Battmore, Md., April 13.—The silver 
jubilee of Cardinal Manning was noted by 
the Archbishops of the United States, who, at 
a meeting in Baltimore, chose His Eminence, 
Cardinal Gibbons as their medium of com- 
munication with the great English Cardinal. 
The following is the correspondence which 
passed between the two illustrious dignitaries 
of the Catholic Church: 

CARDINAL GIBBONS TO CARDINAL MANNING. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 18 1690. —-My Lord 
Cardinal: During the recent centennial celebra 
tion at Baitimore it was suggested in a confer- 
ence of the Archbishops: of the United States 
held at my residence that in their name I would 
convey to your Eminence the cordial congratula- 
tions of the American Episcopate on the occa- 
sion of your approaching silver jubilee, 

It is seldom that # more grateful duty was ever 
assigned to me than to be the chosen medium for 
conveying to your Eminence this message of 
brotherly esteem and affection. I am certainly 
unconscious of any disposition to bestow undue 
praise on any one, still less on one to 
whom flattery would be odious; and I hope I am 
not offending. your Eminezce’s innate modesty 
when i say American 8 holds you 
in the highest admiration. our private virtues- 
and apostolic life, your public discourses deliy- 
ered in season and out of season, your prolific 
writings in defense of religion and sound morals, 
your untiring zeal in behalf of the sons and 
daughters of toil, of the suffering poor, ana in 
the cause of temperance, your readiness at the 
sacrifice of personal comforts and even of health 
to coOperate in every measure affecting the in- 
terests ot humanity are a source of Constant edi- 
fication to us all and an incentive to emulate 
so bright an example, 

May your Eminence continue for some years 
yet to exercise your pastoral solicitude over the 
church in England, “and, when the Prince of 
Pastors shail appear, may you receive a never- 
fading crown of glory.“ I am ever, my Lord

TESTING THE TUBE WIRE GUN. 


Remarkable Performance by Hamilton 
Brown's Invention at Greenville, N. J. 
New York, April 18.— [Special. A party 

of army officers, including Col. W. D. Whip- 

ple, U. S. A.; Maj. W. F. Randolph, Third 

Artillery; and Lieut. G. N. Whistler, Fifth 

Artillery, and a number of civilian experts 

and others went to Greenville, N. J., to wit- 

ness a trial of the Brown segmental tube 
wire gun, invented by Mr. John Hamilton 

Brown. The gun—the first ever constructed 

on this new principle—is of one-inch caliber. 

It is forty-four inches long and about five 

inches in diameter at the breech, The pro- 

jectile used was a hard steel, conical-headed 
bolt three inches long, weighing 15% ounces. 

The charge of powder was 5% ounces of 

quick mile powder. It was calculated that 

the pressure in the chamber on firing was as 
high as 24 to 25 tons so the square inch. 
he targets were composed of the best 

American wroughtiron in plates one inch 

thick. Three of them were close 

against each other or were bol together. 

The first shot pierced a clean hole in the 
first plate; the second plate was also pierced 
and in addition was split apart, making a 
rift about an inch wide besides the holes, and 
the third plate had a hole half way through 
and was cracked on the further side. The 
projectile was wholly uninjured. 

A new target was then set up and the sec- 
ond shot went clear through the plates. They 
were performed nearly as cleanly as if the 
hole had been made by a power punch. 
Abouta half inch of the rear of the pro. 
jectile was broken off, but the greater part 
was wholly uninjured. The velocity given 
the shot was something over 2,500 feet per 
second. As ordinary high-powered guns are 
regarded as highly efficient when they pierce 
wrought-iron to the extent of one caliber and 
a half the gun’s performance was just double 
the usual standard.

THEY TRIED TO STARVE HIM OUT. 


A Lockport, N. T., Pastor Who Has Been 
Living on three-Cent Meals. 

Lockport, N. T., April 13.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. J. W. Sanborn in his pulpit Easter 
Sunday announced that he had but six cents 
in his pocket and his family nad had only a 
three-cent meal each for the last six weeks 
to subsiston. He claimed that the church 
was trying to starve him out and that he 
could net stand it longer. Mr. Sanborn is 
the calebrated Indian scholar and is pastor 
of the First Methodist Church of this city.

SINKING OF THE STEAMSHIP SUETTA 


Farther Detail« of the terrible Wreck Off 
Thardah Iisiand. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 18.—Per steam- 
ship Mariposa from Australia additionai de- 
tails have been received of the wreck of 
the steamer Suetta off Thurdab Island. 
About 9 o’clock the evening of May 1 the 
passengers, who were holding an impromptu 
musicale, were startled by the sudden stop- 
ping of the engines and the grating of the 
vessel's keel on a sunken rock. In less than 
three minates the Suetta bad sunk out of 
sight, leaving 201 people struggling in the 
waves. Some were borne under by tangied 
rigging, and others, more fortunate, ciung to 
floating w One hundred and thir- 
teen lives were lost. Of the 126 whites only 
80 escaped, while of tne 165 negroes 82 sur- 
vived, many whites being imprisoned in their 
staterooms. 

Capt. Sanders states that he was on the 
bridge when the vessel struck. He rushed 
forward, ordered ine boats out, and found 
the ship already settling. He had just time 
to climb to the rigging and jump into the 
water, when the vessel seemed to stand on 
end for a moment and then sunk. After a 
half hour he was picked up.

Many Citizens View the Body Lying in 
State in the First Regiment Armory~A 
Large Attendance—Military Organiza- 
tions Present in Foree— Elaborate 


' Decorations of the Casket—The Cere- 

monies. 

From 9 o’clock in the morning until 1 
o'clock in the a ternoon yesterday steady 
streams of citizens passed .in and out the en- 
trance of the First Regiment Armory, where 
the remains of the late Col. E. B. Knox were 
lying in state. A majority were comrades, 
but there were many business men and 
tedies. The doors were closed at 1 o’clock, 
and the dead man’s son and daughter, es- 
corted by Col. Koch, took a last farewell. 

Shortly before 1:30 survivors of the United 
States Cadet Zouaves (Hilsworth’s Chicago 
Zouaves) arrived and took ine seats assigned 
to them. A deputation from the Western 
Society of the Army of the Potomac followed 
and then came in full uniform Adjutant- 
General Vance and thé members of the Gov- 
ernor’s staff. Members of the Loyal Legion 
were present in torce and George H. Thomas 
Post, No. 5, G. A. R., under the command of 
Post-Commander H. H. Gage, was also strong. 
A detuii of Battery D, under Lieuts, Athy 
and Russell, marched in just before 
the’ service. The ouorary I-bearers 
Col. Stanton, U. S&S. A.; Gea. Fitz- Simons, 
commanding First Brigade I. N. G.; Maj. 
Tobey, Battery D; Maj. Lauman, Loyal Le- 
gion; James Barrel 
man Conner, Post No. 5. G. A. D. 
Turner, Veteran Corps, and Jobn R. Floyd, 
United States Zouave Cadets took places at 
the 
bearers, six Sergeants of the imeat— 
George K. Herman, Company A; . Peck- 
ham, Company C; Henry Short, ane E;

The coffin was covered with the regulation 
army -biue cloth. Upon the plate was the 
inscription ;

The body was dressed ia his Colonel’s uni- 
form, and in his right hand was a bunch of 
violets. Some lilies and violets were upon 
the silken pillow, and by bis side, eacircied 
by his left arm, the American flag. On the 
coffin were his sword and helmet and the 
badges of the Loyal Legion, the Grand Army 
of tne Republic, the Elisworth Zouaves, and 
the First Regiment. Close by stood an easel 
with a large portrait of the Colonel draped in 
black. Under the portrait was a flora 
piliow presented by the First Regi nent, with 
a broken saber and the words At Rest“ on 
it, and underneath this a floral shield, with 
the Stars and Stripes, from Post 5. G. A. R. 
On a table at the head of the coffin was a 
large tive-pointed floral star with a tiger's 
head in the center, the whole resting on 
a base of culla lilies, from tne United States 
Zouaves cadets. On one side of this was an 
ivy pillow, with a ie p in white 
flowers and the letters V. C. I.“ from the 
Veteran Corps, First Infantry, and on the 
other a florai pillow with the society badge 
from the Loyal Legion. On the coffin were 
flowers from Mrs. Koch and others. 
At the foot of the coffin was a 
fioral cross, three feet high, with

THE SERVICES. 

The Chaplain, tne Rev. H. W. Thomas, in 
the uniform of his rank, took up his position 
at the head of the coffin. The Weber Quartet 
sang. Lead, Kindly Light,” atter which the 
Chaplain read selections from the Scriptures. 
After an eloquent prayer tne quartet sang, 
‘Abide with Me,” and the Chaplain deliv- 
ered an impressive address. 

Dr. Thomas said, among other things, that 
a week ago Col. Knox had expressed a wish 
that he might be at the commencement of 
the new armory, but yesterday. while they 
were engaged in the work, he was a corpse 
in his own home, He had expressed a wish 
that the first spadeful of earth should be 
preserved in an urn and that wish had been 
observed, and some of that earth would be 
taken with his remains to his old bome and 
be une first dust sprinkied on his coffin. 

The services of the Grand Army of the 
Republic were then proceeded with by Post 
Commander Gage and the Rey. Dr. Willis- 
ton, Chaplain. the quartet sang ** Nearer, 
My God, to Thee.“ 

At tne conclusion the six sergeants lifted 
the coffin from its resting-place, the regiment 
was called to attention and stood at rest on 
arms and the cortége moved down the hall. 
the drums beating. and the bugies sounding 
„taps.“ The body was placed in the hearse, 
and, accompanied by the honorary pall-bear- 
ers, the ‘pali-bearers, the mourners, Col. 
Koch, and others, was taken to Oakwuvuods 
and placed in the receiving vault. A street 
parade was omitted at the request of the 
dead man. The remains will be taken to 
Eastport, Me., for interment.

WHITEHALL. Mich., April 18.— [Special.] Ot 
last season’s cut of lumber, lath, and shingles 
there is now piled on the various docks of White 
Lake about 20,000.000 feet of lumber, 10,000,000 
shingles, and 2,000.000 lath. The lumber consists 
of about equal portions of pine and bemiock, 
Between 6,000,000 und 7,000,000 of hemlock was 
recently sold to Michigan City dealers, from 
1.000.000 to 2,000,000 in Milwaukee, and

Seizing 
my supple and bending rod I pulled off and 
gave the running fish some thirty yards of 
siack line, then, when my line was taut, I 
gave a sudden twist and made a good strike.

e stood up in the boat with my hand on 
the reel and bade the negro paddie for his 
life to nelp the fish pull the boat.

2 pot think it going tos far to say at the very 
outset that the people of this country as a 
whole have but a very narrow conception of the 
magnitude, the progress, or the possibilities of 
section of tne Republic known in a vague 
indefinite way as the Far West. Itis difficult 
even for those whose business connections and 
interests have compelled them to watch with 
more care than others the growth of this great 
empire to realize that such a marvelous change 
could have taken piace within a quarter of a 
century. Twenty-five years ago, or at the close 
of ee Rebellion, a man might walk from Omaha, 
St. Joseph, Leavenworth, or Kansas City into 
the pathiess wilderness in balf a day. owas 
fying express-train will not carry him beyond 
the Sands of civilization in thirty-six hours, 
When ground was broken for the Union Pacific 
railroad the population of Nebraska was less 
than 100,000. The census of 1890 will sbow that 
there are nearly 1,500,000 inhabitants in this 
State! It bas gained in wealth proportion- 
ately. Year after year its fringe of 
eer settlements has crept steadily toward 
the West, until it touches at some points the 
frontier of Wyoming. Its soil bas proved to be 
productive in the highest degree. Its cult- 
ural resources are practically unlimited. It is a 
country in which everything that a reasonable 
man needs on earth may be raised with ease and 
with profit to the cultivator. But it is sate to suy 
that two-thirds of the great State now thickly 
populated would still be a desert waste had not 
the locomotive taken the place of the mule or ox 
team and the pony express. 
Because] am a Western member of the Gov- 
. ernment Board of Directors I 5 special atten- 
don to all I saw and beard in Nebraska. I heard 
that there was a hostile feeling in that State 
toward the Union Pacific company. and I 
wanted to know if this were true, and, 
ii true, the cause of it. The ‘prevalent 
idea throughout the country, and do not 
except that part of it where i reside, is that the 
Union Pacific railroad begins at Omaba and 
ene at San Francisco. Some people of more 
than ordinary information understand that its 
terminus is at Council Bluffs, and believe 
that ite western terminus is at Ogden. Among 
al) classes there is avery erroneous impression 
regarding the length of the line, its branches, 
the territory it covers, and the business it does, 
and nine out of every ten persons you come in 
contact with will be surprised to learn that the 
so-called subsidized or bond-assisted portion of

THE UNION PACIFIC SYSTEM. 


Figares Which Show the Magnitude of the 
Interests Involved.

The Policy of “Spreading Out” Receives 
an Indorsement. 

4s to the much-discussed question of branch 
lines and extensions, perhaps I might as well 
Say here that among the people of Nebraska 
there is more cause for congratulation than com- 
plaint on that score. Had une company content- 
ed itself with tne matin line and the branches and 
feeders originally constructed—those to Lincoln, 
Deaver, and Salt Lake City—the towns and 
cities of Nebraska that are now growing and 
prospering would in all probability have had a 
different story to tell. The increase mn business 
which these extensions and branches have 
brought about has made it possible for 
the company to improve the main line 
and the older branches year after year. 
until the roadbeds, the ties, and the rails. as well 
as the rolling-stock for freigit and passenger 
service, will compare favorably today with the 

uipment of auy railroadin the country. And 
while the facilities of the people of Nebraska, 
travelers and shippers alike, have been in- 
creased and improved, it has been made possible 
also for the company to cheapen them until 
now, though perhaps not so low as in many of 
the older and more thickly settled States, where 
the volume of business is much greater and the 
cost of carriage correspondingly smaller, pas- 
senger and freight rates in Nebraska will com- 
pare favorably with the tariff which prevails gen- 
erally throughout tne West. In this connection I 
most heartiiy concur with the conclusions 
reached by a majority of the Senate Committee, 
which, has récentiy reported the results of its 
inquiry into the condition of the Pacific rail- 
roads. I believe with them that the policy of 
build or acquiring branch lines was wise, and 
that the main line has acquired an immense ad- 
Vantage from the branches.“ I also concur in 
the statement that ‘‘the improvements have 
deen for several years past greater on the main 
line than on the branches, some of them impor- 
tant and extensive, like the splendid shops now 
in process of erection at Cheyenne, the fine sta- 
tion there just completed, and the station and 
hotel at Ogden.“ 

It 18 not generally understood, but it is never- 
theless a fact, that the mileage of the branches 
exceeds the mileage of the main road. and the 
almost unanimous voice of all witnesses exam- 
ined by the United States Pacific Railway Com- 
mission declares that the branch roads add 
largely to the earning power of the Union Pa- 
cific railway. - of them go so far as to as- 
sert that without these feeders the Union Pa 
cific would be bankrupted in a few years.” Were 
not this subject aiready thoroughly ventilated, 
and were not the allegations that the maia line 
has suffered, or has been neglected because of 
tbe construction of the branches, proved to be 
without foundation; in fact, there would be some 
excuse for going into a more detailed discussion 
of the question. Ican only add here the words 
contained in the annual report of the Board of 
Government Directors in 1886 with reference to 
this question, and with my indorsement that, 
“like all other great railroads of the West, the 
Union Pacific must in future look almost entire- 
ly to the development of its local business for its 
principal revenue. It must occupy and develop 
promptly the territory naturally tributary to its 
trunk line, or see this taken possession of by 
rival lines, and be left without business enough 
to support its main stems.” 


LAID CIVILIZATIUN’sS FOUNDATION, 


The Part of the Ratiroad la Developing the 
Great West. 

While the credit of building up the great 
West belongs as muchto the fearless persever- 
ance of the early settlers, to the indomitable 
pluck of American citizens who sought to better 
their condition in a new country, and to the rest- 
less energy of our capitalists who were quick to 
see ana take hold of the enterprises which be- 
came necessary in every settlement, as it does to 
the railroads, and while all the great lines 
of the West sbould be granted an equal 
share of praise, it is a palpadle fact 
that for years before any of the 
great competing lines that have since forged 
their way mile by mile into the States and Terri- 
tories beyond the Missouri had entered upon the 
work of Western extension the Union Pacific 
was la the foundations of civilization 
its limes. It was the Union Pacific that led the 
way. On tne east Council Bluffs with its 3,000 
inhabitants, Sioux City with its 40.000, St. Joseph 
with its 95,000, Leavenworth with its 35,000, 
Kansas City with is 185,000, and Topeka with its 
50, 000 —all owe their early sustenance and growth 
to the impetus which was felt by the entire West 
when the Union Pacific railroad was completed. 
And Denver with its 125,000, Sait Lake City 
with its 50.000, Cheyenne with its 10,000. 
Leadville with its 15,000, ana the innumerable 
towns and cities whieh dot the eastern slope of 
the Rockies, with populations ranging from 1,000 
to 8,000, would either never have been beard of 
or bave languished or died in their infancy were 
it not for the influence which this great commer- 
cial artery wieided in forming the communities 
and holding them together. It is no exaggera- 
tion, but rather a mild statement of fact, to say 
that the development of the West, to which the 
Union Pacific railway largely coniributed, made 
the territory beyond the Missouri, in the eyes of 
all the other great Western lines now competing 
for its trade, a land worth fighting for. 


PACIFIC-NURiNWESIERN ALLIANCE, 


The Shippers Feel That Their Best Inter- 
ests Have Been Served. 

I found shippers along thé main line and 
branches very much elated over the alliance re- 
cently entered into between the Union Pacific 
and the Chicago and Northwestern railway man- 
agements, whereby they are afforded the ad- 
vantage of transporting their shipments on 
through trains much more expeditiously, con- 
veniently, and cheaply than formerly. The con- 
signor can now ship a car-load direct to the Chi- 
cago market without being subjected to the 
delays and annoyances of side-tracking. ‘This 
arrangement of itself has made numerous friends 
for the management of the Union Pacitic among 
the people of the West. 

The wth of the whole country from the Mis- 
souri Riser to che Rockies is surprising. One 
sees nothing but signs of life and evidences of 
progress on all sides. The smallest hamlets are 
imbued with the same spirit that characterizes 
the larger towns and cities. The people are 
every woere enterprising, energetic, and industri- 
ous. Improvements, innovations, and inven- 
tions that the Eust bas not yet had time to adopt, 
to make, or to utilize are to be fouad in full 
operation in these new communities. Small 
towns in the Far West have a better system of 
street railways and street illumination then 
the great cities of the East. Street-cars 
drawn by horses in the minds of Western peo- 
ple belong to the remote past. It is a slow town 
indeed that bas not got its cable or electric rail- 
way or that depends upon gas as a street slium- 
nator. While there has been an unheaitay infla- 
tion in the price of real estate in many of tnose 
towns my observation was that most of them 
bad passed safely through tre dangerous specu- 
lative period of ‘their existence and are now 
growing steadily and solidly. But few of the 
towns which have attracted attention by reason 
of their sudden, rapid, or mushroom growin dur- 
ing the last twenty years have aisappointed 
those who cast their lots with them. ey are 
nearly all well situated, and in my opinion 
estined to continue growing in popula- 
tion and wealth for many jears to come. 
Manufactories of all kinds are everywhere wel- 
comed and encouraged, morally and substan- 
tially; mining in’ some seo ions is only yet in its 
infancy; industries of all kinds find a constantly 
growing market; the agricuitural Gistricts are 
expanding’ month by month—there is nothing

WONDERFUL CITIES UF THE WEST. 


The Writer Becomes Enthusiastic Over 
Their Greatness. 

I would like to speak in a fitting manner of the 
great cities that have arisen onthe Missouri 
River and between that stream andthe Rocky 
Mountains, but I fear that such athing could 
not be done in the space or time at my disposal. 
The majority of the people of the United States, 
even among those who reside in the so-called 
West, have no adequate idea of the advancement 
which these places have attained in wealth and 
population. Ii is as difficult for one who has 
not seen the Missouri River cities and those 
farther to the west—Sioux City, Omaha, Council 
Bluffs, St. Joseph, Atchisen, Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas City, Lawrence, Topeka, Salt Lake City, and 
Denver—to appreciate their importance as it is 
for one who has visited them for the first time to 
disguise bis astonishment or restrain his enthu- 
Siasm. They are cities that have attained such 
a growth that it would be impossible to go into 
etatisticsin relation to them in a report of this 
character. Denver, as the youngest and the 
farthest West, naturally excites the greatest in- 
terest and wonder. Here is a city which, unless 
I am greatly misiec by appearances or my judg- 
ment is at fault. is destined to a great future. 
Splendidiy located, handsomely, even ele- 
gaatiy, built, the natural distributing point 
for an expanse of territory in area equal to 
that covered by the German Empire, and capable 
of supporting millions of peopie; practicaily 
without competition or rivals, Denver must, in 
my opinion, continue to grow until it reaches 
the dimensions of a great metropolis. Its people 
are of that true and unmistakabie Western ty 
whose energy and courage never give out. tts 
trade is immense at present and growing at an 
incenceivable rate enunually. No wonder that 
every one of the Western trunk lines has either 
reached out its branches or extensions to 
capture a share of the traffic which Denver 
and the surrounding towns have to offer 
or are aiming in that direction. Here the Udion 
Pacific has magnificent terminal facilities and 
enjoys a patronage that more than justifies all 
its expenditures inits efforts to meet the de- 
mands of this growing and prosperous popula- 
tion. Salt Lake City, Utah, is another of the 
pnenomena of the West, and the recent munici- 
pal election at that point gives the strongest 
evidence that could be desired of the decided 
drift of immigration in that direction. The chief 
town of Utah can no longer with truth or 
justice be called a Mormon city. Ali civil 

wer has practically been wrested from the 

ands of the followers of Brigham Young. Polyg- 
amy if practiced at all must hereafter be prac- 
ticed in secret. The result of the overthrow of 
tne Mormon element will be the rapid growth in 
population and wealth not oniy of Salt Lake 
City but of the entire Territory of Utah—a Ter- 
ritory as rich in mineral and agricultural re 
sources as any that has yet attracted the people 
of the older States. From its magnificent and el- 
igible location, the fertility of the valley of which 
it is the distributing point, and its almost midway 
position between the two oceans, there is no 
question in my mind but that Sait Lake City 1s 
bound to thrive and become a very important 
center. Utahin ine course of a few years will 
be admitted into the Union. She already claims, 
by reason of her growth, the attention of Con- 
gress with that end in view. The Union Pacific 
railway company will derive mealculable benefit 
from the growth of this new State, and the con- 
struction of branches which will penetrate her 
rich valleys and give access to her mines will 
doubtless become an imperative necessity in the 
near future. 

Wonderful as are the changes in the country 
east of the Rocky Mountains they are still less 
marvelous than those which have taken place 
in the Pacitic Northwest. I say the Pacific 
Northwest, for by such a graphical distinc- 
tion must that far-off section of our country, 
which has recently given the new State of Wash- 
ington to the Union, be distinguished hereatter 
from the Northwest so familiar to our people at 
the present day. 
BEYOND IHE BACK BUNE OF EARTHS. 
Marvelous Growth in the Section Kuen as 

the Pacific Northwest. 

Nobody who has traveled over the extensions 
of the Union Pacific into Oregon and Washing 
ton can fuil to see that the management of the 
company has acted wisely and for the best inter- 
ests of all parties, the United States Govern- 
ment included, concerned in the welfare of the 
road. Those responsible for its conduct could 
not have permitted the great advantages to be 
derived from connection with this vast 
and prolific territory to escape it, or to 
be captured by competitive lines before 
their eyes. The Pacific Northwest has been 
offering and now offers all the inducements to 
raiiroad lines with eastern connections that the 
older Northwest has held out for so many years, 
and we are on the eve of a great struggle be- 
tween them for precedence. For it is not difficult 
to see that ‘he Northern Pacific and the Union 
Pacific wili aot be permitted to monopolize the 
Puget Sound business very loug. Those Chicago 
roads that have stretched their teed- 
ers out to Mexico, Southern California, 
Northern California, to Denver, to Salt 
Lake City, to Fargo, to Huron, to Helena ana 
beyond, will not be contented until they have 
pierced the mountain range of the Northwest 
and established terminal stations on the Pacific 
coast. There will be ascramble for the business 
which is bound to be the outgrowth of the rapid 
development of Oregon and Washington. While 
as yet unconnected by its own lines with the 
Puget Sound country the Union Pacific has made 
rapid simdes in that direction, and its arrange- 
ment with the Northern Pacific, though unsatis- 
factory, enables it to carry passengers and freight 
to Tacoma and Seattie. 

The western terminus of the Union Pacific is 
at present at Portiand, Ore. While the company 
bas no line from Portland west to the Pacific 
coast or north to the sound it has in addition to 
its arrangement with the Northern Pacific a line 
of ocean vessels which ply between Portland and 
Tacoma, Seattle. Port Townsend, Victoria, and 
ether British Columbian points. This line of 
steamers, however, does no passenger business. 
and its vapacity for carrying freight is, of course, 
limited to the ordinary facilities which ship- 
transportation furnishes as compared with rail 
transportation, 

The beautiful City of Portland. Ore., is situated 
on the Wiilamette River near its confluence with 
the Columbia. It is atthe head of navigation 
for ocean vessels on both streams and its loca- 
tion is at a point where the waters of the entire 
Pacific Northwest converge and discharge. It is 
stated as a tact that every stream which flows 
into the Columbia River basin and into the great 
basin of Western Oregon, with few excep- 
tions, passes Portiand on its way to the Pacific, 
and aiso that from every productive district 
m Oregon, Wasumgton, and Idaho there is a 
level route to Portland. To the south the coun- 
try is traversed by two great ranges of mount- 
ains; on the east is the coast range, extending 
from California to the Columbia, with an eieva- 
tion of about 4,000 feet, and about seventy-five 
miles to the eastward of this is the celebrated 
Cascade range, with an elevation of about 8.000 
feet. Between these ranges is a valley in extent 
about double the size of Massachusetts, every 
foot of which almost is susceptible of tillage and 
fertile as aay soil in the country. 

The Union, the Southern, and the Northern 
Pacific lines have terminals here. The Union 
Pacific enters Portland over the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Line, making a through con- 
nection with the East. In addition to its present 
reilroad facilities it is the center of interior wa- 
ter line communication, and it is estimated that 
the steamboat tonnage, idependent of ocean

cific company. During the last two years its 
growth has been almost unprecedented, Its 
manufacturing and commercial interests have 
kept pace with the increase of population. Dur- 
ing 1889 the realestate transactions alone

ear 1,300 buildings We at a 
— of about $6,000,000. Among these buiid- 
ings are a large number of substantial 
business blocks. Lumber is one of the 
foremost of the city’s industries. The combined 
capacity of all the mills at Tacoma is estimated 
at about 1,000,000 feet per day, and the total cut 
of the miils for the year @mounted to 25,000,000 
feet, Wheat valued at about 61,000,000 was 
shipped last year. The rapid pace at which 
building is being carried on is evidenced by the 
fact that there are sixteen Drickyardsin the city. 
which are said to have manufactured during 1889 
$2,000,000 brick. There 18 now in course of con- 
struction thirteen miles of electric street rail- 
way. There is a score of prosperous manutacto- 
ries in the way of foundries, machine-shops, 
planing-mills, etc. The city is weil provided 
with large and excellently constructed hotels. 

The Union Pacifle company operates lines of 
freight and passenger steamers (some of which 
are equal in size and buiid to any in the country) 
between Tacoma and Seattle, Tacoma and Vic- 
toria, Tacoma and Port Townsend, and Tacoma 
and Olympia. The water front at Tucoma is en- 
tirely in the hands of the Northern. Pacific com- 
pany, and the Union Pacific company is com- 
pelled to use their wharf. 

Seattle is the largest city in the State of Wash- 
ington. Its growth in population and its busi- 
nese development have been extraordinary. 
From a population of 3,500 in 1880 it had grown 
to a city of 20,000 in 1688, and its population at 
the present time is not less than 40,000. The dis- 
astrous fire that swept over and destroyed the 

reater portion of the young city June 1, 
1880 will be remembered. burot dis- 
trict, however, bas been rebuilt, and the 
buildings destroyed bave been replaced in many 
instances by structures @ great deal more sub- 
stantial and costly. There are thirteen banks in 
Seattle with an aggregate capital of $14,0u0.0u0, 
The clearing-house returns since the fire have 
averaged about $1,000,000 per week, and in one 
week were over $1,500,000. Here there are three 
cable and three electric street-railways, and six 
other lines are uoder construction. The real- 
estate transactions of Seattle last year amount- 
ed to $15,000,000, The general commercial trade 
of the city is a very extensive one, and 1 am in- 
foymed that the freight receipts over the 
Northern Pacific railr alone last year aver- 
aged over forty car-iosds a day. The 
amount of business done can be imagined when 
it is stated that 275 new firms were established 
there last year. The trade of Seattle during the 
year 1889, not including coal-mining, lumbering, 
roadroad, and shipping, amounted to about $40,- 
000,000. This is one of the largest coal-shipping 
points on the Pacific coast, It is the local bead- 
quarters of the Oregon Improvement company, 
which owns and operates the Seattle and Frank- 
lin coal mines. from which the annual output is 
very heavy. The Oregon Improvement company 
operates a line of steamships between Seattle 
and Portland and Seattle and San Francisco, 
which are engaged exclusively in the coal-carry- 
ing trade. annual cut of lumber in and 
around Seattle is also very large, amounting to 
about 250,000,000 feet, 

At Seattle, as in Tacoma, the Uaion Pacific 
company is without a water front. which neces- 
sitates it depending upon outside parties for 
wharf facilities. The company is at present 
leasing one of the wharves owned by the Oregon 
Improvement company, over which all its busi- 
ness is done. Until very recentiy the Nortnern 
Pacific has had no track entrance into Seattle, 
but a short time since acquired by purcbase the 
Puget Sound Shore railroad, and ey now have 
a track entrance of their own over that line. 
which places them in @ tion to afford the 
shipping community.the best facilities for the 
carrying ana handling of through freight and 
passengers. The facilities which 
they have acquired by this purchase 
are very fine, being located in the 
heart of the town. The present attitude of the 
people of Seattle toward the Union Pacific com- 
pany is very favorable, and should it enter upon 
the construction of a line from Portland to 
Seattle and Tacoma, which it certainly ought to 
do without delay, and whieh it undoubtedly will 
do if the .managewe hampered by un-

Port Townsend is located on the western side 
of Puget Sound, and is the port of entry for the 
entire Puget Sound district. The population is 
about 7,000. During the last year the real estate 
market there has been particularly active, and 
the sales of property. for the last four months 
of the year averaged r day, while the 
total sales for 1889 amounted to $5,500,000. During 
the year more than §200.000 was expended in 
street improvements, and a large number of 
buildings for residence and commercial purposes 
were erected at a cost of not less than 51. 000. 000. 
A custom-house and st-office building is be- 
ing erected, for which 000 has been appro- 
priated by Congress. Port Townsend bas a 
number of manufactories, such as foundries, 
iron-works, machine shops, sawmilis, and 
ice-worke. The Puget Sound Iron Works, 
located at Irondale, near the head of 
Port Townsend Bay is, I think, the only concern 
for the manufacture of pig-iron in the State of 
Washington. Several bundred men are em- 
ployed in these works, and about $350,000 worth 
of iron. it is claimed, was manufactured during 
1889. Port Townsend is ia many respects one of 
the best located towns [ have visited. The bay 
is the finest on the sound, and is capable of ac- 
commodating thonsands of sea-going vessels. 
This thriving town, strange to say, is as yet 
without railroad connections, but he people are 
eager for the Union Pacific to come in, and have 
offered 100 acres of fine terminal facilities and a 
subsidy of $100,000 in cash for the construction of 
a line there which would give them connection 
with the East, 


VALUE OF A TRANSOCUNTINENTAL LINE 


Demanded by the Rapidiy- Increasing 
Freight and Passenger Trafic. 


The few facts which I have collected in regard 
to these cities are sufficient. to show the vast 
amount ot money capital which is operating in 
this section, the activity and energy of the peo- 
ple, and the great value to a transcontinental line 
of the rapidiy-increasing freight and passenger 
traffic which it produces. 

The Puget Sound basin embraces a very large 
piece of country, extending south from the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca and between the Cascade 
Mountains and Coast range, in all nearly 2,000 
square miles. The climate is moist and warm, 
being free from the excessive extremes of both 
winter and summer. The principal products of 
the basin are lumber and coal, but it contains 
numerous rich agricultural vaileys, which will 
in future support a large population and furnish 
a vast amount of business. The development of 
the Puget Sound country as a whole has been 
very rapid. In the two years following the com- 
pletion of the Northern Pacific road to the sound 
it is estimated that the popuiation of that por- 
tion of the Territory was increased by 50,000 peo- 
ple. The sound hasan extensive foreign com- 
merce, wheat and canned fish being ship to 
Europe and lumber to all points on the Pacific 
coast and ocean. A large portion of the coal 
consumed in San Francisco and other California 
cities is brought from Puget Sound. Ocean 
steamers ply regularly between San Francisco. 
Portiand, and the large Puget Sound cities, The 
entrances and clearances for the fiscal year 
reached a total of about 1.000.000 tons. The value 
of imports from the sound district for tne same 
year amounted to about $3,000,000. 

The extensive business that emanates from the 

t Sound basin now will be quadrupled 
within a decade. Certainly itisin tne interest 
of the Union Pacific railroad company and its 
stockholders and creditors that it should be free 
to push its extensions forward so as to tap this 
fruitful flela, and it should be enabled to do so 
before some competing line or lines have taken 
advantage of the inducements held out ana have 
occupied the field, perhaps to the exclusion of 
this company.

DEVELOPMENT UF WASHINGTON, 


Why It Promises to Be Widespread and 
Rapid. 

The development of Washington promises to 
be widespread and rapid. The last Governor of 
the Territory, referring te a table presented in 
his report for 1889, says: The studyof this table 
is instructive as affording an illustration of the 
so growth in population prior te the comple- 
tion of the transcontinenta) line and the rapid 
increase thereafter.” This tells the story in a 
nutshell. Two years after the completion of the 
Northern Pacitic to Puget Sound there was an 
increase in the population of the Territory of 
over 100,000, or more than was added during the 
preceding fourteen years. The popuiation of 
Washington today is not far from 
350,000, and immigrants continue to pour 
in. The new State, however, is but sparsely pop- 
ulated; containing as it does en area of 69,044 
square miles, it has scarcely more than four 
souls to the square mile at the present time. But 
it will soon fill up. The advantages offered all 
classes of people are so numerous that immigra 
tion is bound to go unchecked for many years to 
come. The exportations and shipments of lum- 
ber, coal. saimon, wheat, barley, and hops from 
this State are constantly growing. There is 
scarcelya State or Territory west of tne Mis- 
souri that offers greater encou ment. to the 
settler or investor than the new State of Wash- 
ing ton. 

The sturdy men who are building up a new em- 
pire on the Pacific coast are call loudly for 
communication, ample and cheap, with the East. 
Every town of considerable size in Washington 
is appealing for railroad connection with the 
great world beyond. The Union Pacific has done 
well for the towns and cities of Oregon. and they 
are grateful for the efforts it ha’ made in their 
behalf. To say that a mile of road has been con- 
struc in that country which the 
good of the company did not de- 
mand would be to make a statement 
contrary to fact. More than this, my observation 
teaches me that every mile of new road con- 
structed by the Union Pacific management in 
the far Northwest has been clamored for by the 
neople until their appeals could got be ignored. 

itherthe Union Pacific bad to give them the 
connections they were in need of, and which they 
demanded, or in the very nature of things some 
other company would have stepped in and occu- 
pied the field. The statements of the company. 
prove that their branches and extensions have in 
almost every instance been operated with profit 
to themselves, while they have contributed 
largely toward increasing the business and the 
revenue of the parent line. 

In my humble estimation it is imperatively de- 
manded of the management of the Union Pacific 
that it shall push its Northwestern extensions 
until it has afforded the Puget Sound cities all 
the facilities which they uire. Seattle, Taco- 
ma, and Port Townsend will welcome the Uuion 
Pacific, and extend to it, privileges and franchises 
which are now valuable but which a few years 
hence will be simply ovriceless. Having made 
‘these connections it will be the greatest railway 
system in the world, and will be able to offer the 

verument unquestionable security for all it 
may owe now or in the future. 


UBLIGATIONS TU THK GUVERNMENT, | 


Mr. Spalding Dees Not Think the Company 
Wants to Kepud ate. 

I have yet to hear from any person in author- 
ity connected with the present management of 
the Union Pacific the slightest intimation that 
the company harbored the hope of being relieved 
from its obligations to me Government. On the 
contrary it seems to be the desire of President 
Adams and his associates that such an arrange- 
ment may be made which will give the Govern- 
ment additional security for the indebtedness of 
the company and enable the latter to meet its 
obligations in a businesslike way, without im- 
pairing the property or jeopardizing the vast in- 
terests involved in conducting it properly. It 
would neither be the part of common justice nor 


of sound business policy to force the payment of its 


claims against tne Union Pacific at maturity. In 
the first place the United States Government is 
in no special need of ready money, the constant- 
ly accumulating surplus in the Treasury offering 
a problem to our statesmen which seems to be 
difficult of solution. In the next place, the Gov- 
ernment, by the terms of Senate bill 2,680, reo- 
ommended by Mr. Frye’s committee, offers with 
the entire approval of the company, in lieu of the 
statutory lien now held upon the road, a mort- 
gage which shali cover the entire property of the 
Union Pacific railway company. in other words, 
the provisions of this bill compel the Union Pa- 
cific railway company to give the United States 
Government, for the purpose of securing an in- 
debtedaess stated at 82.560. 944. 66, a mortgage

SUMMING UP 1 HE MATTER, 


A Question Which Should Be settled On 
and for All. : 

There are various reasons why,I have not en- 
tered into the early history of thé 
railway. It is familiar to every mtelligent per- 
son who has paid any attention to the subject. I 
have to deal only with the management of the 
road as 1 found it. If the management of the 
Union Pacific were attempting in any way to re- 
pudiate its indebtedness, or if there were any 
disposition manifested to avoid or shirk its re- 
sponsibilities, or even if it were disinclined to 
Offer its entire assets, available or in sight, as se- 
curity, I should be in tavor of speedy settlement 
on the Government’s terms even though it m- 
volved a seizure of the road, But the contrary 
is the fact. 

This question ought to be settled by Congress 
at once and for all time. The company should 
be piaced in the position of a debtor solely and 
be permitted to manage its own affairs without 
let or hindrance from the Government. Nation- 
al interference in its management has resulted 
only in embarrassing situations heretofore: it is 
bound to result so hereafter. The debt can be 
adjusted and —— made for its liquidation 
On precisely same principles which govern 
private or commercial transactions. ving 
placed itself in the position of a debtor and hav- 
ing put up its assets as security it should be al- 
lowed to conduct its business as its managers 
thought best, with the view of freeme itself 
speedily of all obligations. It is plain at the 
ab gee Creditor should not embarrass the 

ebtor when the latter is endeavoring to meet 
his obligations.

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EMPEROR WILLIAM’s EDICT AGAINST 
EXTRAVAGANCE IN THE Aux. 


A Clause in the Ruler’s Document Intend- 
ed to Offend the Hebrews—Relations 
Between France and Germany Said to 
Be Improving—Prospective Socialistic 
Troubles im Paris—Lord Church 
Third Letter on Irish Land Purchase— 
News from Foreign Capitals.

Lowpown, April 12.—Thatirrepressible young 
Emperor at Berlin began the week witha 
sumptuary edict against extravagance in the 
army, and the immediate resuit of it was 
the resignaton of four distinguished Colonels 
of crack regiments, who interpreted the 
imperial rescript as a direct censure upon 
themselves. A clause in the same document 
which throws open commissions in the 
army to honorable persons of Christian sen- 
timeats, not of noble birth, is a fresh affront 
to the Jews and an attack upon the 
susceptibiliites of a hitherto privileged 
caste. Perhaps never before in the history 
of Prussia. hasaruler centrivedin a single 
ordinance to offend all Hebrewdom and ail 
junkerdom together. A lecture against duel- 
ing was embodied in the same State paper. 
Allowing three days to pass, off rushed the 
Emperor to Wiesbaden on a visit to Empress 
Elizabeth of Austria, whence he returned 
last night. The motive for this hurmed 
journey is a puzzle to diplomats. It will 
presently be followed by another journey to 
Darmstadt to meet the Queen of England, 
who goes thither in the course of the next 
fortnight to visit her daughter. 

We are solemnly told thut the Kaiser will 
on that occasion wear the uniform of a 
British Admiral, and that the Queen, in a 
similar spirit. of graceful courtesy, will ap- 
pear in the blue cloth jacket with red collar 
and gold ornaments worn by that Prussian 
dragoon regiment of ‘which her English 
Majesty is Honorary Colonel. Some months 
later the Emperor is coming to England, this 
time not to Portsmouth and the Isie of Wight 
merely, but to London, and tne English 
press, in that spirit of graceful courtesy 
above noted, hastens to assure him that he 
will see a Capital of such grandeur and mag- 
nificence as will make Berlin appear to him a 
provincial town. 

G@RMAN AND AUSTRIAN SMPERORS TO MEET. 

Arrangements are making fora meeting, 
probably before tne English visit, between 
the German and Austrain Emperors. Mean- 
while they are telegraphing civilities to each 
other, and an interview will shortly occur 
between Gen. von Caprivi and Count Kal- 
noky. Nothing is said of Sig. Crispi, 
whose absence from any meeting where the 
policy of the triple alliance is to be discussed 
would be hardly less remarked than Prince 
Bismarck’s. The ex-Chanocelior remains in 
strict seclusion at Friedricnsruhe. Specula- 
tion respecting the cause and circumstances 
of his falf continues, though there is less of 
it. Anxiety, uncertainty, and alarm on ac- 
count of his absence from affairs—they, too, 
continue, and are not less, but con- 
tinually gresuter, in eve Cabinet 
and chancery of Europe. There is no 
sufficient authority tor the rumor that the 
German Emperor has announced his inten- 
tion of dismissing all his ministers, or that 
he will preside in person over the delibera- 
tions of he Reichstag, or be at the big drum 
in the regiment of guards. The trumpet is 
the instrument he prefers, and it is long 
since any man has blown his own with such 

or. 
* FRANCE AND GERMANY. 

Stories are flying about that relations be- 
tween France and Germany are improving 
under the Emperor’s initiative. Two state- 
ments, both conjectural, are cited in support 
of this theory. The Emperor proposes to 
mitigate the existing vexatious passport res- 
ulations between France and Alsace, which 
seems probable enough, but when it is 
added that the aiser contemplates 
neutralizing Alsace in defereace to French 
susceptibilities or in the hope of re- 
gaining French good will, credulity 
reaches its limits. Neutralizing Alsace means 
surrendering a German province. Many 
Paris telegrams, however, are to the effect 

the French Ministers think the Berlin 

tone more cordial than for a long time past. 

They themselves respond with friendliness 
to what they consider imperial advances, 
PROSPECTIVE SOCIALIST TROUBLES. 

Less agreeabie reports come from Paris 
foreboding a Socialist disturbance, begin- 
ning next month. The Reds mean to make 
a demoastration, think tne police, but dis- 
turbances announced a month in advance 
are seldom formidable. What is odd is that 
vhe French Reds, hke the 
appear to think that the 
Emperor. countenances them. 
such idea got possession, also, 
of those rioters who haif sacked sundry 
streetsin Vienna this week. Those riots 
were in part anti-Jewish, as if Court Chaplain 
Stocker’s voice had been heard all the way 
from Berlin. Herr Stocker is again in high 
favor at the court of Berlin. There are peo- 
ple who think that he was the author of that 

hrase about Christian sentiments in tne 

mperor’s military proclamation. May 1 is 
anticipated with mixed emotions throughout 
Europe, The thumbd-mark of we artisan is a 
visible mark set against that day in every 
aimanac. A general industrial festival will 
be held, or various festivals in various coun- 
tries, each rejoicing after it own kind.

A SPEECH BY GLADSTONE. 

The Easter holidays have brought but par- 
tial relief from politics. There bave been 
speeches; notably a short speech from Giad- 
stone on the Irish Land Purchase bill. Pre- 
cisely what line to take on this bill the Eu- 
giish home-rule leader has not yet decided, 
he says. Meantime, he is preparing the way 
for Irish repudiation. As that is a strong 
thing to say, I quote his language: 

One thing ought always to be remembered 
when you lend your money, that the debtor be- 
comes a party to the transaction. It is an awkward

Mr. J. S. Morgan’s death is deeply lament 
ed alike by Americans aboard and by the 
English, among whom he so long lived. He 
was a benefactor to both England and Amer- 
ica, widely known for his uprightness and 
force of character, thoroughly respected in 
the world ot finance and business where he 
had made his own place in the front rank, 
heid in high regard by a company of friends, 
among whom were many of tha beat people 
of both countries, and beloved by those who 
knew him intimately. Nearly the whole of 
his great fortune was acquired in England, 
where he used it with wise liberality. 

THE DEATH OF EDWARD LLOYD. 

Among the deaths of tue week is that of 
Mr. Eaward Lloyd, who founded Lloyd's 
Weekly News forty years ago, and more lately 
The Daily Chronicle, which has of late repaid 
the large sums expended on its foundation. 
He was one of the pioneers of cheap journal- 
ism, a man of business, not of letters, abie 
successful, and original in his methods, of 
influence far wider than his reputation with 
the general public. Just as its founder dies 
Lioyd’s paper takes a new departure and a 
new form, and will present to its probably 
astonished readers a long article on social 
progress by Mr. Giadstone. This paper is 
described as a review of the past, a study of 
the present, and a hopeful anticipauioſ of 
the future of labor, Gladstonians would be 
grateful to their leader if he would put 
studies of this sort into the form of a speech, 
make them concrete, not abstract, and an- 
nounce with the precision to those laboring- 
men who have votes, especiaily in the Lon- 
don district, what be would do for them if he 
once more came into power. At present they 
do not know, and there is much discontent 
in the party because they do not know. Nor 
is the discontent always smothered. Some- 
times it is articulate and audible. Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Easter vacation, ifit can be said to be 
a vacation, has been spent with Mr. and Mrs. 
Flower at Aston, Clinton, with a journalist 
in attendance. This gentleman describes to 
the provincial public Mr. Gladstone’s punctu- 
ality at breakfast, his luncheon, his 5 o’clock 
tea, his dinner of plain meat, pudding, 
cheese, and port wine, his reading and writ- 
ing, his gayety, bis fun, his share in the 
amusements of the party, bis reading before 
bed, and his strong cup of tea on retiring. 
The great Home-Ruler behaves, in short, as 
an English genileman in a country house 
usually behaves, a fact which fills his jour- 
nalistic Bosweil with astonishment. 

BALFOUR’S BOOK ON MILL 

Mr. Arthur Balfour has been writing a 
book on John Stuart Mill, his leisure for 
work outside of politics being hardiy less 
fruitful and versaule than Mr. Giadstone’s. 
It would de odd should it turn out that Mr. 
Balfour, who succeeded Mr. John Morley as 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, should aiso suc- 
ceed him as the champion of Mill. That fine 
thinker has of late been losing authority. 
Mr. Morley ied the way in the changed atti- 
tude of his school toward their tormer idol. 
We shali soon seen whether Mr. Balfour 
leads a new school to the feet of the old 
teacher. The Irish Secretary’s last published 
composition was a short treatise on the game 
of golf.

A QUESTION OF JOURNALISTIO ETHICS, 

LONDON, April 122.—The curtain was rung 
down on the afflaire Mermeix in Paris to- 
day. The first ct of the comedy, it may 
be necessary to recall, consisted in the pub- 
lication in the Cocarde, a Boulangist evening 
paper, of advance extracts from a volume in 
which were recapitulated the sittings of the big 
court of inquiry by which Boulanger and his ac- 
complices, Rochefort and Dillon, were tried 
and condemned. The senators fretted and 
fumed until the powers that then were should 
arraign for theft or complicity therein the 
persons who bad had a hand in the publication 
of the document in question. So the curtain 
rose on act two in which Odile Warrion, an 
employé of the office in which was printed the 
high court volume, Kerviche and Terrail Mer- 
meix, editors of the Vocarde, were tried and con- 
victed by a trio of Paris police court Judges. 
Terrail Mermeix, who in the interval has blos- 
somed forth into a representative of popular 
suffrage, appealed against the sentence of four 
months imprisonment passed upon him, Thus 
the third and final act opened. Today in the As- 
size Court of the Seine the stuffy little court- 
room was packed with an audience composed in 
the main of journalists. Odile Warrion, who was 
first examined, recounted how, fired with 
the idea of doing good service to the Boulangist 
cause to which he was attached, he had secreted 
one of the volumes as it left the hands of the 
binder and had taken it to the offices of the 
Cocarde, There Kerviche had received the book. 
Mermeix then told of receiving a volume from 
Warrion, and having it printed without asking 
how Warrion had obtained possession of it. 
Kerviche himself stated he had not considered it 
necessary to ask Warrion how he got the book. 

The interest of the public in the case in real- 
ity began only when the first of the witnesses for 
the defense was called, for the real question at 
issue was whether a journalist is oris not re- 
quired to be inquisitive regarding the manner in 
which the we 9! be publishes has been obtained.
